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Trade  Surplus  Rises  -  The  agri¬ 
cultural  trade  surplus  rose  for  a 
second  straight  month  to  $1 .4  billion 
(table  3).  The  surplus  was  almost 
$400  million  more  than  the  year-ago 
level,  and  the  cumulative  surplus  for 
October  1991  through  September 
1992  totaled  $18.1  billion,  the  largest 
surplus  since  fiscal  year  1989. 

Exports  Gain  -  Agricultural  exports 
increased  to  $3.4  billion,  18  percent 
above  last  September.  Exports  were 
almost  $290  million  above  August  due 
to  increased  meat,  dairy,  and  horti¬ 
cultural  shipments.  Meat  exports  for 
FY  1992  reached  $3.2  billion,  16 
percent  over  last  year.  Horticultural 
exports  rose  13  percent  to  $8.2  billion 
for  the  year,  with  the  greatest  growth 
in  fruit  juice.  Export  value  for  fiscal 
1992  was  up  13  percent  to  $42.4 
billion,  the  highest  mark  in  10  years. 

Wheat  exports  totaled  2.5  million  tons, 
down  slightly  from  last  September. 
Exports  were  down  from  August 
because  of  much  smaller  shipments  to 
the  former  Soviet  Union  which  pur¬ 
chased  earlier  in  the  year.  Japan 
purchased  445,000  tons,  Egypt 
317,000  tons,  and  Korea  220,000 
tons.  Cumulative  wheat  export 
volume  for  fiscal  1992  totaled  34.3 
million  tons,  28  percent  ahead  of 
last  year,  and  the  highest  export 
level  since  1989.  The  value  of 
wheat  exports  for  the  year  was  $4.3 
billion. 

Corn  exports  totaled  3.9  million  tons, 
the  highest  monthly  total  of  FY  1992. 
Exports  increased  to  1.2  million  tons  to 
Japan,  to  almost  500,000  tons  to 
Taiwan,  and  over  1 .2  million  tons  to 
South  Africa,  Mozambique,  and 
Zimbabwe.  October-September 
volume  was  almost  41  million  tons, JT.  , 
percent  beloyy  Jast  year. 

Grain  sotghum  exports  increased  to 
596,000  tons  on  much  larger  ship¬ 
ments  to  Mexico  and  Japan.  Exports 
were  up  10  percent  from  last  Septem¬ 
ber,  and  the  fiscaf  yearsorghum 
exports  totaled  7.5  million  tons,  29 
percent  above  last  fiscal  year. 


Soybean  exports  totaled  1.4  million 
tons,  almost  twice  last  September's 
level.  Shipments  to  Belgium, 
Germany,  the  Netherlands,  and  Spain 
accounted  for  over  500,000  tons. 
Japan  purchased  about  190,000  tons, 
and  Taiwan  160,000  tons.  October- 
September  soybean  exports  neared 
20  million  tons,  27  percent  higher  than 
last  year,  and  the  largest  volume  of 
soybean  exports  since  1988. 

Cotton  exports  declined  to  58,000 
tons,  but  were  about  60  percent  ahead 
of  last  September.  Shipments  totaled 
16,000  tons  to  Korea,  followed  by 
6,000  tons  to  Indonesia,  and  5,000 
tons  to  Japan.  Cumulative  FY  1992 
shipments  totaled  1 .5  million  tons,  a  4 
percent  decline. 

Imports  Edge  Up  -  Agricultural 
imports  increased  slightly  to  $1 .9 
billion  in  September,  7  percent  over 
the  year-ago  level.  Live  animal 
shipments  were  the  highest  in  five 
months,  while  meat  imports  fell  from 
August.  Overall  animal  product 
imports  were  down  slightly  for  the 
fiscal  year.  Imports  of  fruits  and 
vegetables  were  at  seasonal  lows  for 
fiscal  1992,  and  off  20  percent  from 
last  September.  Grain  and  feed 
imports  dipped  in  September,  but  for 
the  fiscal  year,  were  up  21  percent. 
Imports  for  October  through  Septem¬ 
ber  totaled  a  record  $24.3  billion,  8 
percent  higher  than  last  year.  (Joel

Major  Export  Markets  in  FY  1992  - 

The  United  States  exported  over  $8.3 
billion  in  agricultural  commodities  to 
Japan,  making  Japan  our  number 
one  export  market.  Japan  accounted 
for  about  20  percent  of  U.S.  agri¬ 
cultural  exports.  Canada  and  Mexico 
followed  with  $4.8  billion  and  $3.7 
billion.  Exports  of  $2.7  billion  to  the 
former  Soviet  Union  displaced  Korea 
in  the  fourth  position.  The  rest  of  the 
top  ten  export  markets  were  Taiwan, 
the  Netherlands,  Germany,  Spain, 
and  the  United  Kingdom  (table  4).
